6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $300.00 for Soldiers’ Aid. 

7. To see if the town will vote to have State 
Auditors; town to pay transportation, board, etc. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,000.00 for tar. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $500.00 to tar road from Albert Greene’s to 
Sanborn Brook Bridge. 

10. To see if town will vote to allow 3% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after 
presentation of tax bill, and allow the selectmen to hire 
money in anticipation of taxes. 
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11. To see if town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,000.00 for State Aid Construction or Town Road Aid. 


12. To see if town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $1,000.00 for fire apparatus. 


13. To see if town will vote to establish a dumping 
ground at Loudon Village. 


14. To see if town will vote to adopt Municipal 
Budget Act. 


15. To see if town will vote to raise 70c of each 
one hundred dollars of assessed valuation of the pre- 
ceding year to equal ninety dollars for each mile of 
Class V highway in town. The allotment for your 
town will be $1,109.87.

Our local forest fire organization will be able to con- 
tinue its splendid record during the coming year, our 
town will be spared costly fire losses and suppression 
expenditures. 


We were fortunate last year because you were careful, 
complied so willingly with forest fire regulations and 
consulted with our local warden before undertaking 
any burning on your property. 


This cooperative spirit is more essential this year 
because, as you well know, conditions in the blowdown 
sections will be much more critical than last year. 
Material will be more highly inflammable and fire occur- 
ring in these areas will be more difficult to control. 


For everyone’s guidance the following suggestions 
are made: 


1. DON’T burn brush or other debris in or near 
woodlands, or where fire may be communicated 
to such land, once the snow has left the ground, 
without first securing written permission from 
the forest fire warden. 

Violation of this requirement makes the respon- 
sible party liable to 
a. A fine not to exceed $500.00 or imprison- 
ment of not more than one year or both. 
b. The town for expenses incurred by the war- 
den in attending or extinguishing such fire. 


c. Damages to abutting owners if fire runs 
upon abutters’ property.

2. DON’T drop or throw from any vehicle while 
same is upon a public highway or private way and 
DON’T drop, throw or otherwise deposit on or 
near woodlands any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, 
live ashes or any other substance liable to cause 
a fire. 


Violation of these prohibitions penalizes whoever 
is found guilty with a fine of not more than $25.00. 


3. DON’T fail to promptly notify your local warden 
of any fires you see. 


Because some New Hampshire citizens refused or 
failed to comply with necessary regulations in 1939, 
they were obliged to pay the costs of fire suppression 
and in some instances appear in court. 


A little team work will be most beneficial to all of 
us and save you and your town much trouble and 
expense. Good citizenship dictates it. Good judgment 
demands it.

Dear Sir: 

The hurricane of 1938 left serious problems for many 
of our New Hampshire communities to solve. It is 
estimated that 40 percent of all the blown-down timber 
in the New England states is located here. This is truly 
staggering. There is, however, a silver lining to this 
cloud of disaster. While much of our merchantable 
pine has gone, strenuous efforts have been made to 
salvage everything possible from the wreckage. Na- 
tional, State and Town agencies have put their shoulders 
to the wheel. Through their combined efforts the plight 
of the timber owner has been materially improved. Of 
the 650,000,000 feet of timber salvaged in New Eng- 
land, approximately 400,000,000 has been salvaged in 
New Hampshire alone. 

Some merchantable pine still remains. Very little 
young growth was affected. New Hampshire was ad- 
ditionally fortunate, since 1938 was one of the best 
seed years in memory. Consequently, much of the pine 
that was lost will be replaced by new seedlings. Both 
the younger pine and seedlings will some day be our 
new merchantable stands—if nothing happens to them! 

Again, the law of supply and demand should raise the 
stumpage prices of Eastern white pine to a higher level 
for several decades after the hurricane surplus has been 
consumed. When, too, the remaining virgin timber of 
the West is gone and all forest regions must compete 
in crop production, New England’s pine will again be 


ol 


found among its most valuable assets and of continued 
importance to the general welfare of the community 
and the State. The important place it also holds in 
our recreation business should not be overlooked. 


If New Hampshire’s hopes are to be realized, how- 
ever, there is one thing of vital importance that must 
be done. Both the younger growth and seedlings must 
be protected from the White Pine Blister Rust. The 
disturbance of the forest soil by the uprooting of so 
many trees will result in the appearance of new cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes which will soon become a 
factor in the spread of the disease. 


Blister Rust kills young pine a great deal sooner than 
older trees, thus preventing them from becoming crop 
trees. Seedlings are often killed before they reach 
10 inches in height. Consequently, if we are to have 
our pine without severe losses from blister rust, prompt 
and consistent action is necessary. Blister Rust control 
has become of even greater necessity and importance 
than ever before. 


Attempts will properly be made to economize in town 
governments this coming year. Great care is necessary 
lest it be wrongly applied. Blister Rust Control should 
not be lightly brushed aside. Substantial proportions 
of local revenue in many towns for both civic and 
private use has come from white pine. Blister rust 
threatens this income more definitely than ever before. 
Its control is recognized in many towns as a necessary: 
and practical insurance of town income—taxes. The 
cost of control has been very reasonable. 


One prominent rural resident (pine owner and lum- 
berman) put it this way: ‘“‘We have enjoyed our 
forests; used them and profited from past crops, partic- 
ularly our pine. The hurricane took an awful toll. 
I believe that we New Hampshire people have a very 
definite responsibility with relation to our successors. 
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It is now our unquestioned duty to do all we can to pass 
these forests on to them in the best condition we can. 
That means that we should do everything possible to 
preserve what is left from fire and disease. With refer- 
ence to our pine it means protection from the Blister 
Rusts 

Control methods, already established, have proven 
their value. The State and towns have successfully 
worked out a system of cooperative financial action that 
has made possible the protection of several million 
acres of white pine growth from the rust. The Forestry 
Department urges the continuation of this cooperative 
arrangement this year and will again cooperate by in- 
creasing town funds 25 percent. An appropriation of 
$400.00 by your town has been recommended. It is 
possible that federal funds will be available to supple- 
ment town and state funds. The control work during 
1940 will be limited chiefly to those areas which have 
not been materially damaged by the hurricane. 

Since 1932 all blister rust work has been used as a 
local unemployment relief project. Town appropria- 
tions have been utilized to give work to local men who 
have been unable to qualify for WPA. State emer- 
gency funds have been similarly used. WPA blister 
rust projects have provided employment to local men 
who could qualify. All of these funds have given work 
to thousands of unemployed men throughout the state 
and have assisted the towns materially in keeping these 
men off relief rolls. This policy will be continued and 
will provide at least a partial solution for local unem- 
ployment. 

Blister rust work, as an unemployment relief meas- 
ure, has one special recommendation in that funds are 
spent entirely for wages and no expenditures are re- 
quired for tools and other materials. By combining 
unemployment relief with blister rust control, the 
towns have reaped the two-fold benefit of assisting their 
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deserving needy and protecting their white pine crop 
from the rust. 

In his recent letter to the Selectmen the State 
Forester said, “In spite of offers of state and federal 
aid to such towns as would make available reasonable 
amounts for continuing control measures, many have 
done nothing although financially able to do so. Since 
assistance from federal agencies in blister rust control 
has already been reduced, and further reductions are 
probable, and as there remains a considerable acreage 
of pine yet to be protected, it is certain that unless 
many of these non-cooperating towns take up control 
measures again by making available adequate funds 
the state law requiring expenditures for blister rust 
work will have to be invoked.” 

To date 3,388 acres have been examined in recheck- 
ing your town and 27,117 currant and gooseberry bushes 
destroyed. Infection on pine has been found generally 
throughout the town. Since the beginning of the de- 
pression period $10,077.91 of State and Federal emer- 
gency funds have been spent in your town to assist 
the unemployment situation and lighten the relief load. 
Studies have disclosed the urgent necessity of continu- 
ing the control measures recommended.

Although the sum of $94.50 represents increase in 
estimated expenditures, the income which is not raised 
by taxation has been reduced by $781.04; thus the 
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Assessment required to Balance School Board’s Budget 
is $875.54 more than last year. 

By referring to School Board’s Estimate for 1940-41, 
you will note that this shrinkage in estimated income 
comes from two items; Elementary Tuition Receipts, 
$90.00 and State Aid, $691.04. The total amount 
appropriated by the last legislature for State aid fell 
$20,000 below the amount which is required to meet 
in full the demands of State Aided districts. This 
shortage is responsible for $110.49 of the cut in our 
State Aid. 

The usual statistics are included in this report. You 
will note that we have had 47 pupils in high schools 
this year. The average membership in the local schools 
for the year 1938-39 was 17 more than that of the 
previous year.
